Machine embroidery always adds that extra 
something special, especially to a garment. Often, 
it’s the corners and center fronts of garments that 
offer the perfect show space and then are the most 
noticeable when they don’t look right. 


Prepare garment pattern 

Trace the pattern fronts (right and left) onto pattern 
tracing paper. Mark the seam allowances along the 
neckline, front, and lower hem edges. If the garment 
has an overlapping front closure, mark the center 
front on both the right and left traced pieces. Also 
mark the extension where the right front overlaps 
the left front and any specific closure details, such 
as buttonholes. (The Chinois Coat uses snaps, so I 
didn’t need to plan layouts around closures.) Trace 
two or more sets.

Print templates of the designs you wish to use. 


Note: Try using Translucent Foundation Paper to print templates. 
This paper is easy to see through, making it perfect for aligning 
designs. Be sure to trim away excess paper from around the design 


for easier arranging. 


Now it’s time to be the designer. Arrange templates 
on the first set of pattern fronts. Since the templates 
are translucent, you'll see where seam allowances and 
closures are located. Then with additional templates, 
arrange a different layout on a second or even third 
set of fronts. Start in the corners and fill in between 
the gaps. Try symmetrical and asymmetrical layouts. 
When you like the layouts, tape the templates to the 
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paper pattern. This is also the ideal place to make 
notes for testing the size of the design(s), as well as 
editing parts of designs for perfect positioning. I 
taped the portion of the template to the side of my 
layout as a reminder to make that change to the 
design with my editing software.

Pin the sets of pattern fronts to a design wall if 








you have one, or take a quick digital photo of each 
layout. The idea is to get some distance so you have 
a better overall look at each design option. Pick 
your favorite. I found asymmetrical layouts are more 
forgiving when projects have a mind of their own. 


Trace pattern front cutting lines on the fabric, adding 
any markings as instructed in the garment pattern 
instructions. Transfer the templates to the garment 
fabric, using the traced paper pattern as the “map”. 
Or, tape or pin the traced paper pattern with its 
templates directly onto the marked garment fabric. 


Prepare a purchased garment 

I use this same method for auditioning templates on 
a purchased garment. Pin or tape the templates in 
position. 





Snap a series of digital photos, changing the layout 
between each photo shoot. 


Use the photos to view different layouts and 
determine your favorite. Refer to the photos to 
repeat that arrangement again on the garment.

Stitch Designs 


Take the extra time to test thread color stitch-outs. 


(Refer to my tips in Stitch-Out Strategy, DIME Vol. 
90, pp.12-14.) 


Use pieces of remaining fabric after cutting out the 
garment. Or, purchase a 4 yd. of a similar color/ 
weight fabric for the ready-made garment test stitch- 
outs. Also select the optimum stabilizing method 
from the testing process. (I used one of my favorites, 
Hydro-stick™ Tear-away Stabilizer.) 


Insert a new embroidery machine needle. Hoop 
stabilizer, position and apply the garment piece or 
corner area to the hooped stabilizer. Attach hoop to 
the machine. 


Remove template (carefully cut away portions of the 
traced paper pattern as needed) and you're ready to 
stitch. Use thread colors determined from the test 
stitch-outs. Embroider the corners first. Then, stitch 
the designs between the corners. You can adjust the 
spacing or design size slightly as you go. When the 
corners are correct, any tiny “fudge factors” will 
never be visible. 


Remove fabric or garment from the hoop, and gently 
remove excess stabilizer. 


Hoop another piece of stabilizer. 
Repeat the embroidery process for remaining designs. 


Place the embroidery face down on a padded ironing 
surface. 


Complete Jacket 
1. Complete the garment following the pattern 
instructions. 


2. Add Hot-fix Swarovski crystals to bring extra 
sparkle to beautiful embroidery.

Trim the embroidered scarf to 

6" wide (or to your determined 
width) and lay it on the jacket. 
Scrunch the scarf in places, 
making hills and valleys in the 
fabric. Don’t be afraid to have 
some of the stitched leaf covered a 
bit in the scrunching. At the same 
time, turn under 44" — 4" of the 
raw edge. Pin in place. 





Machine or handstitch the scarf 
to the jacket along the edges. 

You may also want to anchor the 
middle of the scarf here and there 
with a 0 length zig zag stitch or 
bar tack. (If your machine has a 
stitch to sew on buttons, it would 
be a good one to use.) 


With the scarf anchored to the 
clothing, place your organza 
leaves in the open areas. 
Strategically position the leaves 

to accent the scarf and hide any 
anchor stitches or seaming. You 
can even place a leaf extending off 
the edge onto the jacket. 





It isn't necessary to sew around 
the entire edge of each leaf. Leave 
an edge area free; if it curls a little 
all the better, it adds a life-like 
feel to the leaves. 


If desired, stitch soft, pliable 
ribbon or decorative trim where 
the scarf edge meets the garment 
and add beads randomly. 


Leaf it to you to look fabulous in 
your autumn jacket! 


To add the 2 4" wide finished 
ruffle to the As You Wish Jacket, 
cut a strip 6" by the v-neck 
measurement x 2. Each long raw 
edge was gathered separately, 
pinned together and sewn within 
the seam. This ruffle would not 
be appropriate for fabric without 
body. If further instructions 

are necessary or you would like

Pretty pajamas are hard to find 
and expensive to buy. So why not 
make your own luxurious set? You'll 
find these pajamas are perfect for 
sleeping or for lounging around the 
house. Treat yourself to this silky 
set or make it as a special gift. 


Embroidering the accents on the 
pant leg and the border along 
the front requires accuracy in 
alignment. There are of course 
many methods for stitching 
continuous designs. In my book, 
Wrapped in Embroidery, | 
outline three different methods 
with options for both low tech 
and no tech solutions. However, 
| am always experimenting 

with new ideas. The methods 
presented here make use of the 
many special features found on 
THE Dream Machine, making 
precise placement for this 
project easy. 


Embroidery Products

Brother 5” x 7” embroidery hoop

Non-fusible cut-away mesh stabilizer. I used 
Pellon Soft-N-Stay, a lightweight version of this 
embroidery basic. 

Teal and Deep Rose embroidery threads 

Low tack tape that won’t harm fabric. I used blue 
painter’s tape. 


Fabric, Pattern, and Additional 
Supplies 


Pattern: Look for a pattern with a princess seam 
camisole top and straight leg pajama pants. I used 
Butterick pattern 5693 with a plan for creating a 
two-color top. Do a trial layout to determine exact 
yardage or take your modified pattern pieces with 
you when you shop. Please read all instructions 
before beginning. Make any necessary personal 
pattern alterations before cutting fabric. 


Fabric: Synthetic crepe back satin is ideal for 

this project. It’s easy to sew and a dream to wear. 
Purchase fabric #1 (pink) for the center section 

of the camisole, along with '4 yard of additional 
yardage for contrasting strips on the pants. Purchase 
fabric #2 (teal) for pants, according to pattern 
requirements. Purchase additional yardage from 
fabric #2 for camisole. The neckline features bias 
trim. I opted to cut these pattern pieces from fabric 
#1. 


Lightweight fusible tricot knit or all bias soft knit 
interfacing for lining center of camisole. 

Pattern tracing cloth for center section of camisole. 
Size 10 Microtex needle for garment construction. 


Step |. Prepare pattern and cut 
fabric #1 for camisole front 


Prepare center section of camisole pattern by tracing 
the pattern onto a folded piece of pattern tracing 
cloth, creating a whole pattern instead of a half. 
Mark all notches and symbols. 





Use pattern to cut fabric #1, cutting an oversized 
rectangle for center section with four additional 
inches beyond the bottom hem. Before removing 
pattern use chalk or a wash out marker to roughly 
trace the pattern outline, noting the center of the top 
and bottom, along with the seam allowance at the 
neck. Set piece aside temporarily. 


Step 2. Prepare and embroider 
contrast strips for side of pants 


From remaining fabric, cut two, 2 %4” wide strips 
along the cross grain, having these strips measure 
side seam of pants plus several additional inches. 


Hem the long side edges with a 3/8” seam allowance 
and then press each strip until it is smooth. I used a 
shell tuck hem for a delicate scalloped edging. 
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joanne’s Tip 


This shell tuck hem is one of my favorites 

for finishing edges on fabrics like crepe back 
satin. Visit my website, www.letsgosew.com for 
hemming instructions and more tips included in a 
Free tip sheet for sewing this fabric. 


To embroider each strip begin by hooping mesh 
stabilizer in 5” x 7” hoop. 








Transfer motif 09_01 to the machine and proceed 
to embroidery screen. Touch Edit and add a basting 
stitch. 


To re-size the basting outline touch Return > touch 
Edit > touch Size > re-size to equal 6.11” x 2.02” > 
touch OK. 


Next, select the motif and delete it from the screen. 
Proceed to embroidery. Save basting outline to 
memory so you can use it separately with each and 
every border design. 





Embroider both strips following the method below 
for a continuous border: 


Embroider the basting outline. 

Exit the screen and select motif 09_01. 

Center the strip within the basting outline, beginning 
a couple inches from one end of the strip. Use basting 


box to help you keep the strip perfectly straight, then 
tape the strip along outer edges. 
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Proceed to Embroidery > touch 
Trial key > touch Top Center 


joanne = Tip position > touch OK. 


Sometimes the basting stitch 
doesn’t catch on very thin 
fabrics or stabilizers. To 
help form the stitch, simply 
send the needle down and 
up, and then pull up bobbin 
thread tail. Hold for the first 
few stitches and trim the tail 
when basting is complete. 





Embroider first motif along center 
of strip and remove tape. 


Remove from hoop and carefully 
trim excess stabilizer. 





To accurately align the next motif 
first touch the icon to turn on the 
LED pointer. This Droplight™ 
feature precisely shows the top 
center of the next design. To 


Hoop a new piece of stabilizer 
and stitch basting as you did 


before. Exit the screen and select 
motif 09_01. Tape the next portion 
of the strip within the basting 
outline so that the bottom of the 





previous design is near the top 
of the basting box, centering the 
strip as you did before. 


adjust the position and align 

the second design with the first, 
touch Edit > touch Move > use 
arrow keys until the LED light is 
just below the bottom of the first 
motif.

Use the 5” x 7” hoop to embroider 
two additional center motifs

You can use target 
stickers and the scan feature for 
alignment. 
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In my book, Wrapped in Embroidery, I outline 
three simple methods for continuous embroidery. 
These methods work for virtually any embroidery 
machine. However, the addition of the scanning 
option and the LED pointer enhance all of 

these methods. Learn to use all the tools in your 
toolbox for easier, more enjoyable embroidery! 
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Cut pants from fabric #1, making 
sure the side seams are cut 
straight. Sew side seams of pants. 
Pin a strip along each seam, 
centering it over the seamline. 
Sew strips in place, positioning 
the last motif just above the 
hemline, trimming excess at each 
end so it is even with the raw edge 
of pant top and bottom.

To easily stitch strips I opted 
to pin first and loosely hand 
baste to hold them in place. 
Then, Iused the MuVit™ 
digital dual feed foot along 
with the Sew Straight™ laser 
guide for smooth and even 
topstitching. 


Finish pants according to pattern 
instructions. 





Trim excess stabilizer and fuse 
interfacing over embroidery on 
center piece.

Butterick #5963 includes a 
drawstring lingerie bag pattern. 
Using additional yardage from 
fabric #1, I embroidered a built-in 
monogram, combined with motif 
09_02 rotated and mirror imaged 
as a monogram accent.

Cut three 12” x 16” pieces of good 
quality felt. 


TIP: Cutting embroidered pieces 
larger than necessary allows you 
to trim the piece to size rather 
than relying totally on exact 
hooping. 


Cut three fabric backs 9” x 13.5”. 
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Cut six fabric band pieces 13” x 
4”. Fold one long edge over 3/8”, 
wrong sides together, and press. 
Cut a piece of 4” Lite Steam-A- 
Seam 2 the width of the band and 
finger-press it along the underside 
of the folded edge. Press in place 
and remove the paper strip. Do 
the same for the other five bands. 


Cut six pieces of rickrack the 
same width as the bands and 12 
pieces of Lite Steam-A-Seam 2, 
V4” wide, the same width as the 
bands. 


Step 3. Embroidery 
Hoop mesh cut-away stabilizer. 
Spray the back of felt with 
adhesive and center it on the 
stabilizer. Finger-press it in place. 
TIP: NEVER spray in the hoop. 
Instead, spray the back of the 
item you are securing to the 
stabilizer. 





Always begin embroidery by 
pulling the bobbin thread to 
the top and run a basting stitch 
to secure the base fabric and 
stabilizer.

Cut embroidered felt and 
stabilizer to 9” x 13.5”. Use the 
basting stitches as alignment 
lines when centering designs and 
trimming base fabrics to size. 





Measure | 4” above the top 
basting line. With the ruler in 
place, finger press a strip of Lite 
Steam-A-Seam 2 in place. It stays 
in place until fused with an iron. 








Do the same below the basting 
line. Fuse and remove paper 
lining.

Cut rickrack slightly wider than 
the felt. Finger-press it in place, 
centered over the fusible strips. 





Measure the distance between the 
basting line and rickrack peaks 
and adjust, if necessary, before 
ironing in place.

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Place the fusible, folded edge of 
the bands along the rickrack, 
lining it up with the valleys. Iron 
it in place.

Add beads, buttons, and charms. 
Stitch black seed beads for birds’ 
eyes and flower buttons on the 
embroidered stems. Place a drop 
of glue on the knots on the back 
to secure. 


Remove basting stitches and 
lightly steam to remove stitch 
marks. 





Cut three pieces of leather 
lacing 18” long. Pin one edge 
perpendicular to the top edge of 
the top band. Loop it around to 
the other side so it lies on top of 
the embroidery. 


Place the fabric back on top of 
the felt piece, right sides together. 
Stitch completely around the 
outside edge using a 4” seam 
allowance and standard sewing 
thread. Clip corners. 


Near the center, pinch the 
backing fabric to separate it from 
the felt front. Carefully cut a “Y” 
shape. Use this opening to turn 
the flag right side out. 


Seal it With a

Fuse Lite Steam-A-Seam 2 to 
three 4” pieces of coordinating 
fabric. 





Layer fused pieces over the 
middle heart of the AccuQuilt 
GO! 2”, 3”, 4” Heart die and 
run them through the machine 
creating three fusible hearts. 





Iron the backing smooth and re- 
align the cut fabric. Peel the paper 
backing from a fusible heart and 
finger-press it over the cut like a 
bandage.

Hoop crisp, tear-away stabilizer. 
Cut a piece of crisp tear-away 
stabilizer to float under the hoop.

Spray the back of the linen flag 
with spray adhesive and finger- 
press it in place on the hooped 

stabilizer. Run a basting stitch. 


Stitch out each of the three linen 
flags and remove excess stabilizer 
on the backs of each when 
finished.

Cut off the edge of the linen flap 
just below the top Swiss dot. 
Press the rickrack to the linen, 
centering it over the next Swiss 
dot. Fuse in place. 





Clip the rickrack at the edge of 
the linen. Add glue to seal the 
edges. Press one long edge of the 
band to the rickrack, lining the 
fabric edge up with the valleys. 
Fuse in place. 


Fold the band around so that 
there is equal fabric on the back, 
lining up side edges. 


Fuse in place. All raw edges are 
enclosed. 


Butt band edges together and 
attach, stitching a button at the 
overlap. To hang, loop an 18” 
piece of ribbon for either side and 
secure it to the end bands under a 
button.

Mesh water soluble stabilizer (mesh type) 


Materials 

Y% yd. Lycra 4-way stretch (i.e. swimwear material) 
Matching polyester thread 

Elastic Thread 

12 %” ribbon for bookmarker 

Tear-away stabilizer 
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Embroidery 

Open Southwest design 3 in your 
editing software program. Copy 
and paste the design. Position 
the two designs side by side. 
Print a template of the design. 
Save the file and send it to your 
embroidery machine. 


Cut the Lycra 19” x 8”. Measure 
3” in on the 8” side and draw a 
line with a removable marker. 
Position the design so the outer 
edge of the design stitches on the 
3” mark. 





Sandwich the Lycra between two 
sheets of water soluble stabilizer. 
Hoop the sandwich. 





Stitch the design. When 
complete, remove the sandwich 
from the hoop and rinse away the 
stabilizer. 
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Spine 

Measure 7 '2” from each side and 
draw a line from top to bottom. 
Starting at the top, measure 12” 
and draw horizontal lines (‘2” 
spacing) between the two vertical 
lines. 





Wind a bobbin with elastic 
thread. Set the sewing machine 
for a straight stitch, stitch length 
4.0. Sew on the horizontal lines. 
When you get to the end of the 
first row, do not cut the threads, 
lock the stitches, lift the pressure 
foot and move down to the next 
row and start stitching. Repeat 
for all rows. 





Note: the elastic bobbin stitches between 
the rows are not cut and kept continuous 
so the elastic thread stays locked in 
place. However, the sewing thread can be 
trimmed. 





Once the spine is stitched, place 
the book cover, wrong side up and 
steam with an iron held over the 
elastic. Do not touch the elastic 
with the iron. When the steam 

is applied, you will see the elastic 
restore its original shape. 


Flaps 

Fold in 3” on the short ends, right 
sides together, pin. Sew a '2” 
seam at the top and bottom. 





Turn right side out, press. 
Edgestitch along the top, sides 
and bottom. Do not top stitch the 
spine section as this will restrict 
the elastic to stretch. 





Bookmarker: Tack the ribbon to 
the inside of the book cover at the 
top binding area. Now your cover 
is ready to be put over a book.

For the placement marks of the 
Corner Feather designs, measure 
from the center out 6 2" on each 
diagonal center line. Draw a 
placement line for hooping. 


For the placement marks for the 
designs between the corners, 
measure 6" on each horizontal 
and vertical line. Stitch each 
embroidery file according to the 
placement lines. 


Repeat the stitch out for the back. 


Construction 

Trim the front and back to 16" 
square. Place the lining on the 
pocket right sides together. Stitch 
a 4" seam around leaving an 
opening on the bottom edge for 
turning. Turn the pocket right 
side out. Press. 





Attach the Top Stitch foot to the 
machine. Use the needle position 
feature to make a small seam 
(about 1/8") from the right side. 





Pin the pocket on the front over 
the quilting design in the center of 
the bag. Top stitch with a small 
seam (about 1/8"). 


Top stitch the straps together with 
a small seam on the right side. 


Repeat the top stitch on the other 
side of the strap on the right 

side. Select a decorative stipple 
stitch on the machine and stitch 


it down the center of the strap. 
Place the front and back pieces 
right sides together and stitch a 
Ys" seam around the sides and 
bottom of the bag. Turn right 
side out. Stitch the lining pieces 
right sides together leaving about 
a 5" opening at the lower edge for 
turning later. Do not turn the 
lining out. Pin one strap to the 
front of the bag about 3" from 
each side. 





Repeat on the back of the bag. 
Slip the bag into the lining. Stitch 
together with a 4" seam. Rinse 
out the markings.

Remove the stabilizer and turn 
the ears to the right side. Set the 
ears aside. 





Step 3. Steps for the 
Collar 


Hoop tear away stabilizer in a 

5” x 7” hoop. Place the 2 collar 
fabrics, right sides together, 

and place them on top of the 
stabilizer. Pin to secure. Stitch the 
collar. 


Remove the stabilizer. Trim 
around the collar and turn to 
the right side. Sew the opening 
closed. Install a snap set to the 
collar and set it aside. 





Step 4. Steps for the 
Arms 


Note if you do not have a hoop 
large enough for the arms, a 
printable pattern and instructions 
are included to easily stitch them 
on a sewing machine. 


Hoop tear away stabilizer in a 
7” x 12” hoop. Place the 2 arm 
fabrics, right sides together, 
and place them on top of the 
stabilizer. Pin to secure. 





Stitch the arm piece. 


Remove the stabilizer. Trim 
around the arms and turn to the 
right side. 





Mark the center of the arm piece. 
Stuff the arms lightly to about 4” 
from each end. Stitch across the 
arms, 4 2” from each end using 
a sewing machine. At this time, 
also stitch the opening in the arm 
piece closed. 


TIP: Add a music button to one 
of the ‘paws’ before stuffing the 
arms. 


The next step is to stitch the eyelet 
into the center of the arm piece. 
Hoop tear away stabilizer in a 
4°x4” hoop. Pin the arm piece to 
the stabilizer. 





Line the needle of your machine 
up with the center mark. 


Stitch the first step of the eyelet. 
Trim out the inner circle cutting 
away both layers of the arm piece 
and the stabilizer. 





Add a scrap of water soluble 
stabilizer (WSS) to the back side 
of the hoop over the hole. 
Continue stitching the eyelet. 
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Remove the arm piece from the 
hoop. Remove the tear away 
stabilizer. Use a wet Q-tip to 
dissolve the WSS from the center 
of the eyelet. 


Set the arm piece aside. 





Step 5. Snap 
Placement for the 
Blanket 


A reinforced placement guide for 
the snap goes in the center of the 
blanket square. 


Fold the blanket in fourths to find 
the center and mark it on the right 
side. 


Hoop tear away stabilizer in a 4” 
x 4” hoop. 


Place the center mark on top of 
the stabilizer and pin the blanket 
to the stabilizer about 2” away 
from the mark to secure it.

enter of the blanket 





On the back side of the hoop, 
place a 3” x 3” piece of cutaway 
stabilizer under the center mark. 
Place the 3” x 3” fleece that 
matches the blanket over the 
cutaway stabilizer. 





Place the hoop on your machine 
and center your needle over the 
center mark, 


Stitch the snap placement design. 


Take the blanket out of the hoop 
and remove the stabilizer. Trim 
around the snap placement 4” 
from the stitching. 





Install the female section of 
the snap to the center of the 
placement circle. 


Have the female part of the snap 
on the right side of the blanket. 


Note: You might want to add a drop of 


glue under the snap before clamping it as 


added reinforcement. 


Set the blanket aside. 





Step 6. Stitch the 
Head Together 


Set your machine up for sewing. 
The head panels will be stitched 
together using a 4” seam unless 
noted otherwise. 


First, the ears will be stitched into 
2 of the Sherpa head panels. Fold 
the ears in half at the base with 
the fleece to the inside. Baste the 
raw edge to secure them. 


A slit will be cut into 2 of the 
Sherpa head panels so the ears 
can be stitched to them. 


Measure 2” down from the tip 
of the head panel. Cut 2” slit 
(centered) in the panel.

Insert the base of the ears into the 
head panel. Check to make sure 
you have the ears going in the 
correct direction. The face panel 
will be in the middle with a head/ 
ear panel stitched to each side 
when finished. 
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Have 2” of the ear extending 
through the slit. Stitch the ear to 
the panel with 1/8” seam making 
sure to catch the raw edge of the 
slit. Check the back side of the 
panel to see that the raw edge 
has been caught. Stitch again to 
reinforce. Zigzagging over the 
edge of the slit can also be done. 


Place one head/ear panel on 

top of the face panel, right sides 
together. Pin along the edge well. 
Start 4” from the top (backstitch) 
and stitch to 4” from the bottom 
point (back stitch). 








Place the other head/ear panel 

on top of the remaining Sherpa 
panel, right sides together. Pin the 
edge well. Again make sure the 
ear is going the correct direction. 
Start 4” from the top (backstitch) 
and stitch to 4” from the bottom 
point (back stitch). 
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With the right sides together, 
match the bottom points of the 2 
sections and pin. 


Stitch a 3” semi-circle along the 
bottom. 





Install the male snap so that the 
male part is on the front side of 
the face panel. 





Match the points of the sections 
at the top and pin. Continue to 
pin around the face panel. Pin the 
other half together starting at the 
top and end about 2” from the 
stitching of the semi-circle. 


Start sewing where the opening 
will be and continue around 

to where the stitching is at the 
bottom of the face using 4” seam 
leaving a 2” opening. 





Turn the head to the right side. 
Stuff the head firmly but make 
sure you can still grasp the snap. 
Ladder stitch the opening closed. 





Step 7. Apply the 
Binding to the 
Blanket 


Follow the package directions to 
apply the binding to the edge of 
the blanket mitering the corners. 


Note: Add a beautiful monogram to one 
corner of the blanket. 


To finish the Lullaby Blanket, 
place the arms, right side up, with 
the eyelet over the snap in the 
blanket. Grasp the snap on the 
head and snap it to the blanket. 
Place the collar around the neck 
and snap to secure it.

The tea wallet measures 10” x 5” 
when open and 5” x 5” closed. 

The mug mat measures 4 4” 
square. 

Three files are included: 

GODO079A: the tea wallet front 
motif 

GOD079B: the in-the-hoop mug 
mat 

GOD079C: the tea bag tags 


Materials 

Four fat quarters of teal/aqua and 
coordinating quilting-weight 
cotton prints 

Small pieces of three additional 
coordinating printed cottons 

One 8” square of white cotton for 
mug mat base fabric 

One 8” square of fusible no-show 
mesh stabilizer for mug mat 

Teal, aqua, purple, lavender and 
white embroidery thread 

Peel and stick tear-away stabilizer 

White regular sewing thread 

Water soluble marker 

One 3 4” square and one 10” x 5” 
piece of fusible fleece 


Four 4” x 2” pieces of paper- 
backed fusible web, such as 
Wonder Under” by Pellon”, for 
the tags 

Temporary spray adhesive 

One silver eyelet for each tag and 
eyelet setting tool 

Leather hole punch or awl

Step |. Prep the 


Fabrics 
Tea Wallet 


Cut one 10” x 5” piece of printed 
cotton for the outside of the tea 
wallet. 


Cut one 10” x 5” piece of a 
different cotton print for the 
inside of the tea wallet. 


Fuse the 10” x 5” piece of fusible 
fleece to the back of the inside 
wallet fabric. 


For the three tea bag wallet inner 
pockets, cut the following from 
three different fabrics: 

One 5” x 4” piece 

One 5” x 5 4” piece 

One 5” x 7” piece 


Cut one 5” square of printed 
cotton for the inner diagonal, mug 
mat pocket. 








Cut two 1%” x 5” strips of 
printed cotton for the center 
“spine” strips. 


Cut one 2” x 33” piece of printed 
cotton for the wallet binding. 


Mug Mat 

Fuse the 8” square of fusible no- 
show mesh to the back of the 8” 
white cotton square. 


Cut one 8” square of one of the 
cotton prints for the backing of 
the mug mat. 


Center and fuse the 3 4%” square 
of fusible fleece on the 8” square 
backing fabric piece. 


Cut a 1” x 5” piece of each of the 
seven cotton prints. 


Tea Bag Tags 

Four tags are included in the 
stitch file so you can make four 
at once. Cut one 2” x 4” piece of 
printed cotton for each tea bag 
tag. Apply four to five coats of 
spray starch to the tag fabrics 

to stiffen them. Fuse a 4” x 2” 
piece of paper- backed fusible 
web to the back of each piece 

of tag fabric. Remove the paper 
from the back of each piece. Fold 
each piece in half horizontally 
and press to fuse to wrong sides 
together. 
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Step 2. Embroider 
the Tea Wallet 


Apply two to three coats of spray 
starch to the wallet front fabric. 


Using the marker, make a mark 
on the wallet front fabric 2 2” 
over from the right side and 2 4” 
up from the bottom edge. Hoop 
the adhesive stabilizer. 


Carefully remove the protective 
paper by scoring around the inner 
perimeter of the hoop with a pin, 
being careful not to score through 
the stabilizer itself. Mark the 
center of the hooped stabilizer 
with the marker. Adhere the 
wallet front fabric to the hooped 
stabilizer aligning the two marks. 


Send GOD079A to the machine. 


Place the hoop in the machine. 
Stitch color 1, the “Tea” text, in 
teal thread. Stitch color 2, the 
teacup, pot handle, spout and lid 
handle, in lavender thread. Stitch 
color 3, the teapot, in purple 
thread. Stitch color 4, the design 
outline in aqua thread. Remove 
the work from the hoop. Carefully 
tear the stabilizer away from the 
outer square stitching, leaving the 
stabilizer within the design itself. 





Step 3. Construct 
the Tea Wallet 


Fold the three inner pocket pieces 
in half horizontally and press. 
Stack the inner pocket pieces, 
having the tallest one in the 

back and the bottom, cut edges 
aligned. Baste the stacked, inner 
pocket pieces to the lower left 
corner of the inside wallet fabric.

Fold the 5” printed cotton square 
in half diagonally and press.

Fold under 4” on the long edges 
of the two 1 %” x 5S” strips and 
press.

With wrong sides together, baste

Fold the cut edge of the backing 
to the edge of the mug mat, 
creating a “faux” 2” binding, and 
pin in place.

Step 6. Construct 
the Tea Bag Tags 


Hoop a piece of adhesive 
stabilizer. Carefully remove 

the protective paper by scoring 
around the inner perimeter of the 
hoop with a pin, being careful not 
to score through the stabilizer 
itself. Stitch color 1, the placement 
stitching for the tag fabrics. Place 
one folded 2” square of fabric 
over each tag outline and press 
into place. Stitch color 2, the tag 
shape on each square. 





Remove the hoop from the 
machine and remove the work 
from the hoop.

As artists and designers, 
we love seeing how 
embroiderers use 

the designs that we 
create. Enis, a talented 
embroiderer from 
Michigan, inspired us 
with photos of her 
bright and colorful table 
settings. She embroidered 
long-stemmed flower 
designs on rubber waffle 
placemats, and the result 
is absolutely stunning. 





Rubber waffle placemats are jute 
netting, coated with PVC. In the 
warmer months we find them in 
stores like Target and Bed, Bath 
and Beyond — but they’re available 
year-round at online stores like 
Amazon and Overstock. And the 
best part? They come in every 
color in the rainbow. 


In the last issue we shared tips 

on how to embroider on this 
unusual “fabric.” Choose designs 
with simple, solid fills. Avoid 
designs that have running stitches 
(like Redwork) or light designs, 
because those types of stitches 
will fall into the open areas. 





Hoop the placemat between two 
pieces of water soluble stabilizer, 








and use a 75/11 or size 11 sharp 
sewing needle. 


—_——, 


Wind a bobbin with the same 
thread used in the needle so that 
the placemat looks pretty from 
both sides. 





After making placemats for the 
picnic table, we couldn’t stop 
from making more decorations 
and accessories, too! 
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The placemats are oval, and 
measure 18” x 12”. We were able 
to make four coasters from one 
placemat. 


Draw four squares on the 
placemat, each measuring 5”. 
Hoop the placemat between two 
pieces of watersoluble stabilizer, 
and embroider a design in each 
square. After embroidering, cut 
out the squares, then tear the 
excess stabilizer away. Remove 
any remaining bits with a damp 
sponge. It’s a sweet coordinating 
piece for the picnic table! 








Design choice: Choose designs 
: with simple but solid fills; light 
Se designs will get “lost” in the

Stabilizer: Water soluble (like 
Vilene) or tear-away on the

Steve Wilson 


Steve Wilson is the founder of Anita Goodesign, 

an embroidery design company that has grown to 

over 65 employees, creating projects and sharing 

their creativity throughout the U.S., at more than 

300 special events, hosting over 25,000 participants 
annually. Anita Goodesign was recognized by Inc. 
Magazine as one of the fastest-growing private 
companies in America. Their mission: “To bring fun 
and creativity back to home embroidery with gorgeous 
designs and affordable prices”. 


Great Scott!: What led you into machine 
embroidery? 


Steve Wilson: I started as a graphic artist, creating 
designs for silkscreened t-shirts. In 1993 at age 23 

I started a custom monogram business with my 
mother, Linda. The monogram business turned 
into a clip-art oriented, shirt embroidery business. 
With the demand for custom logos and designs, we 
made a $50,000 investment in DOS-based digitizing 
software. The software was complicated, not user- 
friendly at all. I used that original software to build 
skills while creating custom logos and designs for 
businesses and individuals. 


Great Scott!: Tell me how your designs and 
digitizing evolved? 


Steve Wilson: In the mid 90s, I created licensed 
designs for Disney, Looney Tunes and sports logos. 
Larger scale original designs for home dec and high- 
end textiles came later. I didn’t want to do clip art, 
or smaller 4” x 4” and 5” x 7” designs. 








Scott Goodman, owner of Sewing Machine Warehouse & Kneedle. 
com has been servicing the sewing public since 1976. 


Great Scott!: With your start in silkscreening 
what differences did you notice when you changed 
medium? 


Steve Wilson: In physical painting, brush strokes are 
dimensional, thread is the same. Stitches flow. Stitch 
direction and lines give life to designs. You don’t get 

that by converting clip art. 


Great Scott!: Where do you get your artistic 
inspiration? 


Steve Wilson: All of my inspiration comes from 
outside our industry. Interior design influences, 
Architectural Digest, Elle Decor, post modernism, 
baroque, shabby chic, couture fashion, Vogue 
magazine. 


Great Scott!: So how does the creative process work 
at Anita Goodesign? 


Steve Wilson: Twice each year, 40 of our in-house 
employees collaborate during a 2-day retreat. Each 
person has 10 minutes to pitch their ideas. Then, we 
break into groups that develop the ideas into designs 
and themes. We are continually working 12 months 
in advance. 


Great Scott!: Many of our readers will want to know 
what kind of software you drive? 


Steve Wilson: We use software brands that many 
home embroiderers are using. Today, off-the-shelf 
programs are much better than professional software 
was even 5 years ago. 


Great Scott!: What makes Anita Goodesign staff 
unique? 


Steve Wilson: Our staff is young, 24-40 years old, 
and hip; with new perspective, new energy and fresh 
ideas. If you came by our headquarters, you would 
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hear loud music and see staff members unwinding 
in our beverage center while playing Xbox games. 
Our events are curriculum-based. Our 20 educators 
conduct 350 hosted events across the country. This 
year, we shared Anita’s Playhouse; featuring baby 
designs based on established characters that will 
become old friends in upcoming events, like Anita’s 
Christmas Train. 


Great Scott!: And your product? 


: Llooked at retail experiences like 
Apple and Anthropologie. Why shouldn’t packaging 
and materials be fresh and bright, compelling and 
emotional? 


Great Scott!: With technology in a constant state 
of change, companies like Apple and Microsoft 
no longer include CD/DVD drives in their new 
computers. How are you adapting? 


: People still need to see and touch our 
product. Our projects are book-based. While we 
will still include physical media, we are moving to a 
cloud-based system and are adapting by remastering 
700 of our original designs; tweaking older designs 
and updating design files for modern machines. 
These designs will be available to users that 
purchased the original disks. Our new website will 
maintain virtual purchases and manages your design 


wish list. Of course, you will be able to access your 
virtual library on tablets and mobile devices. 


Great Scott!: What else is in Anita’s pipeline? 


: Watch for Anita’s Perfect Sewing 
Room. This will be a really cool way to decorate 
your sewing room, with projects like: pin cushion, 
organizer, and USB stick organizer. This set will 
combine warm and cozy shabby-chic with modern 
elements. Anita’s Decorated Table will include: 
Napkin corners, table-cloth edges, bread basket, and 
linking borders. These projects can be completed 
in a class segment. All of these projects will have 
functionality. 


Great Scott!: When we started, you told us about 
your mother, Linda. What is Linda up to, today? 


: Retired, making stuff for 
grandchildren. Her 5 and 6-year-old grandchildren 
are already having fun, using their first 5” x 7” 
embroidery machine.

“38 PM. |sent a frustrated 
text to my friend: “the opposite of 
fun is right now! | will never ever 
agree to stitch something special 

for someone else. It's so difficult! 
No, it's impossible! However... | 
did learn how to use the camera 
function on THE Dream Machine... 
so that’s a positive.” 


“T:HS PM. | guess it’s time to 
hit the Start button to take my first 
stitch. | wondered if | would look 
back at that moment with regret. | 
looked at the design on-screen—it 
indicated it will take 31 minutes to 
stitch. After that time, | will know if 
the design is crooked or not. But by 
that time it's too late. This is highly 
stressful. 


“T:51 PM. Wow! This is 
working! It's absolutely working! 
The rich purple thread | chose is 
perfect! 


“ESS PM. |kept a watchful 
eye on the machine as it stitched. 
Because the pillowcase is cylindrical 
(and a tight fit) in the hoop, | had to 
make sure the excess fabric didn't 
get caught during stitching. | should 
have listened to Eileen and used one 
of our Hoop Guards. That would 
have helped. 


There was a brief moment | took 
my eyes and hands away from the 
excess fabric. Sure enough, the 
fabric got eaten by the machine. | 
remained calm. | can fix this. 


| carefully clipped away the few 
stitches that were eating the fabric. 
Then | used the machine's stitch 
advance/reverse feature to back up 
and redo the stitches. 


Preface: My friend Gus asked me to embroider a 
pillowcase as a birthday gift for his wife, Sophia. | 
agreed and expected him to purchase a pillowcase. 
Instead, he sewed the pillowcase and presented it to 
me to embroider. | was so touched that a husband 
would do that for his wife. Not only that—he crafted 
a special sentiment he wanted embroidered. 


B:00 PM. Lookat me! I've 
got skills. 


B:1S PM. | sent a photo to 
my friend showing the progress. My 
friend's reply, ‘Because stitching 
text wasn't challenging enough, you 
had to add the butterfly! You really 
challenged yourself!” 


B:34 PM. Myears perked 
up to the familiar, comforting 

chime of the embroidery machine, 
indicating the design finished 
stitching. The friendly smiley face 
appeared on the machine, as if 
sharing in my joy of accomplishment. 





| examined the pillowcase, still 
hooped in the machine and 
proclaimed, “'l stitched my first 
pillowcase!”
